The S.S, Bay Maud, which fs 
wintering in Coronation Gulf, is in 
éommunication with * the system 
through the Aklayik station. 

One important’ public service,’ sala 
Col Forde, is the handling of: the 
eto ological reports which are sent 
in to Toronto twice dally. 

“The people living in these ‘fat 
northern districts by «his chain ot 
stations are able to get the important 
news of the workd almost as quickly 
dg you in Calgary,” said Col. Forde. 
“In the last federal electign the re- 
sults wére sent out over the. wireless 
and picked up at our stations imme- 
diately they were available.” 

“One factor in increasing the rev- 
enue of the system is the use the fur 
traders and trappers make of the sta- 
tions in getting the world markets,” 
he said. “Also there is a heavy.rush 
of traffic prior to the opening of navi- 
gation on the Mackenzie river. Peo- 
ple ordering ‘their supplies use the 
wireless. There was a big demand 
at this time last winter when there 
wis a gold rush into’Fort Smith when 
those ‘participating were able fo ar- 
range for their winter transportation 
and their supplHes. 

“The wireless stations are- of great 
value ‘to the Government and: Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police as they are 
able to keep in touch with their offi- 
cials in the north at all times of the 
year. In the winter time mail has to 
go in by dog teams and delivery is 
only made a couple of times during 
the season,” he said. 

“The technical men operating the 
various stations, who had a thorough 
knowledge of gas engines and elec- 
trical equipment, are of considerable 
assistance to the people in these out- 
lying posts of civilization,” added Col. 
Forde. 


Germany’s Newest. Hotel 


Is Located at Highest Point in 
Bavarian Alps 
_ Germany. does ‘not produce sky- 


scrapers, but she has achieved some- 
what the same effect by putting \an 
hotel more than 9,000 feet in the air, 
atop of the country’s. highest moun- 
tain, the Zugspitze, in the Bavarian 
Alps. The new hostelry, which has 
just been opened, is at the terminus of 
the cable railway running to the sum- 
mit of the Zugspitze, and lies above 
the perpetual snow-line. The building 
is massively constructed to resist the 


worst storms which howl around the, 


peak and is anchored in sold rock. 
Another German contruction feat 
will be the completion of the biggest 
dam in Europe and one of the biggest 
in the world, which is now being built 
in the valley .of the Sorpe, a small 
river in Westphalia. Jt will be about 
225 feet high and some 2,400. feet 
long. The reservoir thus formed will 
hold about 19,000,000 gallons and will 
serve as the water supply for a dis- 


trict containing 4,000,000 people. Two]:

additional years before it is filled.

So long as taxes can be collected from the people, 
every state, county or city institution or agengy may op- 
erate in a lax, extravagant or inefficient way and avoid 
bankruptcy. A’ state-supported ‘institution of higher 
learning, for instance, derives its support from public 
funds, and so long as the legislature will provide the 
funds and the people can ‘continue to pay taxes, it can 
operate indefinitely, without fear of bankruptcy and im- 
mune from the anxieties that are the lot of private indus- 
try, business or employment... 

This is not to be twisted into a false interpretation 
that The Sdokesman-Review would dispense with the leg- 
islature ft educational institutions.
